Chairman Bartholdt Threatens to Hold 
Up Public Buildings Measure Un- 
til Currency Law Is Passed.

WASHINGTON, May 25.—Congress will 
not adjourn until some currency legisla- 
tion has been enacted, 
another effort to obtain it 
proved futile. The three factions of the 
Republicans, represented by Roosevelt, 
Aldrich, and Cannon, are for once work- 
ing together, and all pushing as hard 
as they can for some kind of currency 
bill at this Aldrich has been 
with the President on other matters this 
year, but this is the first time that the 


Speaker has joined forces with the White 
House on an important item of the Ad- 
ministration programme. 

Prompt action was taken in the en- 
deavor to whip into shape a measure that 
would be acceptable to all factions. In 
the apartments of Senator Aldrich a 
meeting was held to-night which included 
all the Republican members of the con- 
ference committee, with the single excep- 
tion of Representative Burton. The dis- 
cussion lasted until nearly midnight. 

At 10 o'clock Senator Aldrich announced 
that nothing definite had been reached 
with reference to a bill, but that it was 
hoped to outline legislation that would be 
acceptable to both the House and the 
Benate. 

The Senate conferrees are not in po- 
sition to throw out the Vreeland bill con- 
ditions entirely. The absence of Burton, 
it is intimated, was not accidental. Bur- 
ton has been an insurgent from the start, 
and one of the most unyielding kind until 
recently, when he has made some con- 
cessions. 

It was the belief of the conferrees that 
more progress could be made if they 
could avoid controversy to-night and at- 
tempt earnestly to find some common 
ground for agreement. Hence Burton, the 
disturbing element, was eliminated.

They are convinced at last that President 
Roosevelt knew what he was 
about last Fall when he told them they 
must pass a ciirféricy bill at this session. 
They realize now that a dangerous situ- 
ation confronts them if there should be 
no currency legislation. A return of the 
money flurry next Fall would inevitably 
hit the Republicans a savage blow. The 


leaders believe that almost any sort of a} 


bid which could be used to make the 


country believe that a stringency was im- 
possible, would do the work, whether it 
had to be invoked or not. 

The President has been calling Senators 
and Representatives to see him in unusual 
numbers and urging upon them the neces- 
sity of doing something to make certain 
that there shall be no disastrous repetition 
of the panic next Fall. In the Senate, 
Aldrich, Allison, and Hale have been 
working together to devise a form of com- 
promise which could make it appear to 
the House that it had not surrendered, 
and which could also be put through the 
Senate. 

The insurgents are helped by the atti- 
tude of the Senate Democrats in insisting 
on the Aldrich bill or nothing. There is a 
larger and more d¢ termined opposition in 
the House to that bill than to any other 
proposition that has been sub- 
mitted. But there were indications to- 
day that Burton and Weeks, the two 
strongest leaders of the insurgents, were 
disposed to make some concessions From 
the opening of the 
has been committed to the Aldrich bill. 
‘I'here had been agreement between them 
even before the bill was drawn. 

Previous Conference. 

The meeting to-night followed a con- 
ference between the Speaker, Mr. 
land, and Senators Aldrich and Hale. The 
two Senators were summoned by the 
Speaker and were closeted with him for 
gome time. When they left they declined 
to make any statement. The Speaker's 
gecretary was equally uncommunicative, 
but he cautioned the 
against declaring that there was any 
yielding on cither side. This is regarded 
as significant, as indicating the strained 
condition of affairs. 

Early in to-day’s session the Speaker 
permitted the information to become gen- 
eral that adjournment before Saturday 
was impossible, and that it might be even 
ten days or more away. Following close 
on the heels of this came the refusal of 
Bartholdt, Chairman of the Committee on 
Public Buildings, to report the appropria- 
tions for public buildings until currency 
legislation had gone through. Just pre- 
vious to his announcement Bartholdt had 
been closeted with the Speaker. 


Currency on State and City Bonds, 


The particular form in which Mr. Bar- 
tholdt believes the Vreeland bill could 
pass both houses is practically the Vree- 
land bill with the single amendment taken 
from the Aldrich measure allowing banks 
not in associations to take out an added 
currency on State and municipal bonds. 
This amendment, he said, might be al- 
lowed to take care of an added issue of 
$2,500,000, while the unmodified Vreeland 
provision could contro] the issue of the 
remaining $5,000,000. 

Bartholdt spoke daringly of his deter- 
mination to stand out against all persua- 
sion and Intimidation. 

“If the Speaker himself,” he said, 
“should go down to me on his knees, I 
should not listen to him. Five hundred 
men have been dictating to me about this 
bill for the past three months. The bill 
is now mine, and I mean to dictate to the 
five hundred about currency.” 

Mr. Vreeland had little to say, but he 
‘admitted things were looking brighter. 
Some progress, he said, had been made

WICKED SAW-EDGED COLLARS 


Interfere with Congressman Moore's 
Speech—Would License Laundries.

WASHINGTON, May 25.—Because a 
Saw-edged collar interfered with his free- 
dom of speech in talking to Secretary 


Metcalf to-day about the desirability of 
building warships in the League Island 
Navy Yard, Representative Moore of 
Philadelphia this afternoon introduced a 
bill for the regulation of ‘ bulldog and 
billy goat” laundries in the District of 
Columbia. 

Mr. Moore, after having suffered the 
agonies produced by the collars which 
were returned to him in a condition /in- 
dicating, that they had been committed 
to the care of bulldogs and billy goats, 
decided that licensing and inspecting 
would be a good way to prevent the use 
of acids or other cleansing chemicals and 
violently whirling machinery. The licensé 
fee is to be $50 a year for laundries that 
employ more than five persons. 

No license is to be granted to any estab- 
lishment that uses chemicals calculated 
to destroy the linen, or machinery that is 
|}more efficient than’a bulldog to accom- 
plish its reduction to pulp. A fine of $100 
{s the penalty for ‘‘ conducting”’ a laun- 
dry without lfcense.

MUCH DAMAGE INTEXASSTORM 


$1,000,000 Property Loss—Dallas 
Darkness—Oklahoma Suffers. 


DALLAS, Texas, May 25.—Four lives 
lost, more than $1,000,000 worth of prop- 
erty destroyed, 4,000 persons homeless, 
and telegraph and telephone wires west 
and southwest put out of commission are 
the results of an overflow of the Trinity 
River last night and to-day. 

The river at nightfall passed the record 
of 52 feet made in 1866, when business 
houses standing in what is now a poor 
residence quarter of Dallas were 
swamped. That same part of the city to- 
night is under water, and thousands have 
lost their household effects, while the 
residence quarter of North Dallas is cut 
| off from the business part of the city so 
far as street car lines .are concerned. 
Only one line is operating to a part of 
North Dallas. 

The waterworks plant is out of commis- 
sicn and the light plant is inundated. The 
city is in darkness to-night.

FORT WORTH, Texas, May 25.—Several 
people are known to be dead here, 5,000 
| are homeless, and several more are re- 
ported to have been killed in North Fort 
Worth as a result of the greatest rise 
in the history of the Trinity River. 

Stock valued at many thousands of 
doliars, including 2,500 sheep penned up 
in the stock yards in North Fort Worth, 
was washed downstream and destroyed. 
| The property loss cannot be estimated as 
yet.

“ Right and Wrong in Legislation’ be- 
fore the Methodist ministers to-day. 

Mr. Luce is the Republican leader of 
the Legislature and an active candidate 
for Lieutenant Governor. He further- 
more said: 

“Quite apart from the problem of 
whether two steam roads may well merge, 
and far above it in ultimate importance, 
is the problem of whether different sys- 
tems of transportation shall be allowed to 
serve the public independently and com- 
| petitively.

& Maine stock now owned by the New 
Hayen until it can be sold to the public, 
in lots that will give no one interest con- 
trol.”

At 10:30 o’clock a mob of 38,000 men 
charged a car which they had followed 
for four squares, and were throwing 
stones and hooting the police who had 
several prisoners aboard. The men had 
been creating a disturbance at the cor 
barn.

The crowd paia no 
attention to the officers until the City 
Hall was reached. Then they turned, and 
women and chiidren were trampled to 
the ground.

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CHARITIES BOAT HIT 
BY LINER MARAVAL 


The Thomas S. Brennan, with) 


150 Launching Guests Aboard, 
Rammed During Fog in Bay. 


MUCH ALARM; ONLY 1 HURT 


Damage All Above the Waterline— 
Commissioner Hebberd and His 
Wife Were on Board. 


While returning to the Battery from 
Staten Island with Robert W. Heblerd, 
Commissioner of Charities, his wife, and 
a party of about 150 guests aboard, after 
the launching of the department's new 
boat, the Lowell, the steamer Thomas 
S. Brennan was run into by the Trinidad 
Trading Company’s liner Maraval, The 
accident happened shortly after 6 o'clock 
last evening, in a dense fog, and that the 
Brennan was not sunk was due alone, it 
is thought, to the fact that both boats 
were proceeding very slowly. There was 
great excitement on the Brennan, and 
about fifty of the passengers 
from her deck to the bow of the Maraval 
rather than remain on the boat, which 
they thought to be sinking. 

When the first shock came as the liner 
cut into the side of the harbor boat, there 
was a rush for life preservers, and some 


of the women aboard screamed and ran |

excitedly about. 
but some of the passengers wore 
jackets until Pier A, North River, 
reached. For ten minutes the Maraval 
hung with her bow in the great gash cut 
in the Brennan's side, but when the skip- 
pers of both boats were convinced that 
the damage was above the water line only 
she backed off. In the meantime a fleet 
of small boats surrounded the two ves- 
sels, ready to pass lines in case of neces- 
sity. 

The Brennan was struck on the star- 
board side, aft of amidships, and she was 
cut down from her superstructure to 
within two or three feet of the water line. 
The Maraval drew off’ with a long pole 
jabbed in her port side, five feet from the 
water line and about eight from her bow. 
She went on her way with the great piece 
of timber from the Brennan's overhang 
sticking in her hull. 

The Brennan left the foot of East 
Twenty-sixth Street at 2:30 o'clock with 
the Commissioner of Charities and his 
guests. She took them to the F. A. Ver- 
don Ship Yards, at West New Brighton, 
where the Lowell was launched. She got 
under way for her return at about 6 
o’clock. As she ran along the east side 
of Staten Island the fog rolled in from 
the-sea and overtook her, and the curtain 
of mist was so thick that it was impogsi- 
ble to see many yards ahead. On her 
port side was another department boat, 
the Fidelity, with her passengers waving 
from the rail. 

Capt. John J. McCarthy was sending 
the Brennan along at about an eight-knot 
gait, with his whistle going continuously. 
The outlines of the vessels at anchor on 
the Jersey side of the channel could be 
made out only dimly as the Brennan 
passed them. 

Commissioner Hebberd and a number 
of women were on the upper deck, a!l 
peering ahead through the mist, wien 
with startling suddenness the Maraval 
‘oomed up to starboard. She was ap- 
parently under way, and turning as 
though from an anchorage to make her 
way to Perth Amboy. Her course lay 
almost across the fairway, and she was 
headed directly for the Brennan. At first 
it looked as though the latter might 
clear her, but the distance was not 
enough. There came from the Brennan 
a sharp blast of her whistle, a chorus of 
shouts from those on deck, and then the 
Maraval’s prow struck her faisly in the 
side. 

In the scene of short-lived excitement 
which followed one man ran to the rail 
and jumped to the bow of the Maraval. 
In the cabin the women showed signs of 
hysteria, but Commissioner Hebberd, the 
mate, and others of the crew kept shout- 
ing that there was no danger. The bow 
of the Maraval stuck in the hole she had 
made, and within a few seconds after the 
accident men and women began to scram- 
ble to the bow of the steamship. Some of 
the women were passed through a 
smashed window of the Brennan's cabin 
and then lowered through @ mass of 
wreckage to the Maravel. 

On the Maraval the men ran to the bow 
as soon as it was apparent that she was 
going to strike, and then came the rattle 
of her starboard anchor chain as she let 
go. On the Brennan two of the deck- 
hands began to strip off the lifeboat cov- 
erings. 

In ‘response to distress whistles from 
the Brennan, the Fidelity stood by, and 
was joined by the revenue cutter Calu- 
met, which came out of the fog as did 
also the tugs Florence and CG N. Kimp- 
land. There was a great jangling of bells 
and much whistlirg, which added to the 
confusion. 

Then came word that the Brennan was 
not damaged below the water line, and 
the Maraval backed slowly off and dis- 
appeared in the fog, while the Brennan 
got under way again. The tug Kimpland 
afterward took off the passengers, who 
jumped from the Brennan to the Maraval, 
and brought them to the Battery. 

The only person injured was M. U. Ray, 
the man who jumped from the deck of the 
Brennan to the bow of the steamer. He 
was taken to Bellevue with a badly 
sprained foot. 

The Maraval arrived on Sunday night 
from Trinidad. She usually goes to Perth 
Amboy, and was probably getting under 
way for there when the accident happened. 

“I cannot talk of the accident until | 
have made my report,”’ said Capt. Mc- 
Carthy. “We were running slowly 


through the fog and were whistling. I 
will say, however, that the Maraval did 
not answer my whistles." 

The Brennan has just been made over 
at large cost, and she will now have to 
undergo more extensive repairs before she 
gets back into active service.

NIKOLSK, May 25.—The German 
Protos car took the lead in the New

some distance ahead of the American 
racer,

this place to-night after a futile strug- 
gle with the mud.

FOG, FOG, AND MORE FOG. 


No Let Up, the Weather Man Says— 
Capt. Mills Blames the Gulf Stream. 


Fog rolled in from the sea again yes- 
terday, and, this sort of thing having 
been the almost daily experience for a 
week or ten days, the weather man was 
asked about it yesterday. He explained 
that the fog has been caused by a com- 
bination of a long-continued southeast 
wind and the difference in temperature 
on land and sea. Yesterday a tempera- 
ture of 63 degrees was recorded out on 
the ocean, while it was three degrees less 
on land. 

A remarkable feature of the prevailing 
weather was shown at the Times Build- 
ing, where persons on the upper floors 
perspired in a humid atmosphere, while 
those on the street expegienced dampness 
and chill. 

The official weather prohpet said last 
night that there will be a continuation 
of the fog during the next few days. 

Capt. Arthur Mills, the skipper of the 
American lHner Philadelphia, was alsv 
consulted. 

“Tt's the Gulf Stream,” he said, shak- 
ing his head. ‘The stream is getting 
closer to New York every year, and I 
expect, if I live that long, to see the Gulf 
Stream running right past our door and 
New York become a tropical city, with 
an almost continual fog rolling in from 
sea."’ 


Boatmen Think Rocks Have Penetrat- 
ed Her Hull—Removing Her Cargo. 


Despite the fact that tons of freight 
have been taken out of the steamship H. 
M. Whitney of the Metropolitan Line, 
which stranded in a fog on the north 
edge of Flood Rock, in Hell Cate, while 
en route to Boston Saturday night, the 
vessel is still held fast. All yesterday a 
fleet of wrecking tugs and lighters hung 
around the vessel, while derricks brought 
barrels, crates, and boxes out of her hold, 

She lies about 200 yards off the Astoria 
shore in about the centre of the main 
channel, and boatrhen are of the opinion 
that she is held fast by rocks that have 
been driven through her steel hull. 

It is thought that by this morning suf- 
ficient of the cargo will be lightered to 
make an attempt to patch her up and if 
possible stop the inflow of water and 
get her afloat. In her present position 
she is a menace to traffic. 


HUNDREDS RE-EMPLOYED. 


St. Louls Manufacturers Taking Back 
Their idle Workmen.

ST. LOUIS, Mo., May 25.—The National 
Prosperity Association’s ‘‘ re-employment 
day’ has been anticipated by St. Louis 
manufacturers and corporations and hun- 
dreds of idle workmen are being put to 
work. 

The original declaration was that June 
1 should be “ re-employment day” and it 
was plarined that all the corporations and 
manufacturers should take back as many 
as possible of the workmen laid off dur- 
ing the business depression. 

Seventy-five industrial corporations in 
St. Louis have signified their willingness 
to get in line. Of these seventy-five, 
about half. have already started re-em- 
ployment, and are putting additional 
forces to work each day. It is intended 
in each of the establishments in question 
to have its full force at work ag soon 
after June 1 as possible.

Another supper of 
eggs and canned goods, and we are 
about to retire for the night, to push 
on over the ties in the pursuit of the 
Germans in the morning. 


BEVERIDGE TRICKS SENATE. 


Calls Up Liability Bill by Number, but 
It Fails to Pass.

Senator Beveridge made to-day a deter- 
mined fight, preceded by a strategic flank 
movement that trapped his opponents, he 
failed to carry his Government Employ- 
ers’ Liability bill to victory.

A Girl First to the Rescue. 

The attempt occurred just east of First 
Avenue, in front of 83 First Street, where 
|a small Polish and Russian restaurant is 
kept by Nosti Ronkolwok. The narrow 
street was crowded with hundreds of 
working people on their Way home. An 
enormous crowd collected at the first 
alarmed shouts of the messengers, but of 
all the dozens that witnessed the hold-up 
only one, a sturdy young Polish girl, Eva 
Javnovitzka, attempted at first to assist 
the three men. 

She was standing in the door of her 
home, which is over the restaurant. Run- 
ning into the street at the first attack 
she grasped the arm with which one of 
the highwaymen was wielding a knife, 
and her action probably saved the life of 
one of the messengers. Aroused by the 
girl's heroism some men in the crowd 
jumped in, and the highwaymen, seeing 
that it was useless to continue the ‘tight, 
darted away. One of them was caught a 
few minutes later as he was walking west 
on Second Street on the other side of the 
avenue, A policeman’s attention was at- 
tracted to him by blood on his hands and 
clothing and by the cries of a crowd of 
boys who were following him. Half a 
block more and he would have escaped. 

Had $43,000 in Gold and Bilis. 

Joseph Velsor of 341 Marion Street, 
Brooklyn; Samuel Adelman of 278 South 
Fifth Street, Brooklyn, and Abraham 
Stern of 75 East 114th Street were the 
three bank employes. Velsor is a booke 
keeper and Adelman and Stern regular 
messengers. They left the branch of the 
Jefferson Bank at Clinton and East Hous- 
ton Streets to go to the main bank at 
Canal and Forsythe Streets just before 
5 o’clock. The $43,000 was in four pack- 
ages, the bulk of it in the satchel, carried 
by Adelman. Velsor carried two small 
bags of gold and Stern a bundle of bills 
of large denomination in a wooden box. 

It was the regular Monday transfer from 
the branch to the main office. The high- 
waymen were probably aware of this, and 
were waiting for the three men. It 
was the messengers’ custom always to 
walk through First Street to First Avenues 
and there take the Second Avenue Ele- 
vated south to Canal Street. They fol- 
lowed this route yesterday, and when at- 
tacked were not much more than fifty 
feet from the stairway to the elevated 
station. 

None of the three bank employes was 
able afterward to remember from just 
what point the three assailants jumped 
out. Nor could the Javnovitzka girl, who 
saw the beginning of the attack, tell after- 
ward whether the highwaymen had been 
following the men or whether they 
pounced out upon them. 

Story of the Polish Girl. 

By the aid of an interpreter she told the 
following story at the Fifth Street Police 
Station: 

“I saw the man who was arrested throw 
the pepper in Adelman’s face and then he 
and his two companions commenced to 
strike and slash all at once at the three 
men carrying the packages. I ran into 
the street crying ‘Murder!’ and jumped 
between this man (indicating the pris- 
oner) and Adelman. Then the prisoner 
reached into his pocket and pulled out a 
big clasp knife, which he opened with his 
teeth, and commenced to stab at the man. 
I clung to his arm and tried to ward off 
the blows, screaming as loud as I could.” 

All this time one of the other highway- 
men was sawing at Adelman’s wrist with 
a knife, whjJe the third one was beating 
off Velsor and Stern. The messengers 
were fighting blindly, their eyes burning 
with the red pepper, when finally the 
crowd rushed to the rescue and the rob- 
bers made off. The three men were car- 
ried to the office of Dr. David Adler, at 
65 First Street, where their wounds were 
dressed. 

One Messenger Badly Infured,. 

Velsor was sent to Bellevue Hospital 
with a blackjack wound in his head which 
it was at first thought might be a fracture 
of the skull. Stern was not badly hurt, 
but Adleman had a deep cut in his right 
forearm, one on his right hand, another 
on his forehead, and his left wrist was 
badly gashed by knife slashes. .

Adelman and Stern, who had fainted, Po- 
liceman Ryan brought in the prisoner, 
‘whom the messengers identified at once. 
Ryan was standing at First Avenue and

Halting him, Ryan 
asked what the trouble was. 

“{ was in a fight back there,” replied

What the trouble was,”’ said Ryan. 

“No, I want to get home,”’ the man ob-

But Ryan turned him about face with- 
out more ado, and the fellow went along 
without making trouble. 

Then one of the boys volunteered the in- 
formation that the man “had just killed 
three men over in First Street.’”’ 


Police Rush to the Scene. 


| Boome one had carried the news of the 
holdup to the Fifth Street Station, 
and Capt. Shaw and a dozen men were on 
the scene very quickly. The first man to 
arrive was Policeman Unger, the clerical 
man of the station house, who ran down 
in his shirt sleeves. He found Ryan with 
his prisoner pinned in a doorway at 67 
First Street, surrounded by a large crowd. 
As they held him there waiting for the 
reserves they heard something drop on 
the pavement. It was a new 82-calibre 
revolver, fully loaded. Four more cart- 
Tidges were found the prisoner's 
pocket. 

He was marched to the station house 
surrounded by half 4 dozen policemen. 
Thea news of the holdup spread swiftly 
through the Sees. and by the 
time Inspector eCafferty of the De- 
tective Bureau and Fourtn Deputy Com- 
missioner Arthur Woods had arrived the 
station house was surrounded by_hun- 
dreds of excited men and women. Twen- 
ty policemen were sent into the streets, 
and traffic was lined off for a block 
north and south on First Avenue after 
the manner of fire lines. 

In the meantime Adelman and Stern 
and the packages of money that they had 
so pluckily protected were brought in, 
The two men were questioned briefly and 
sent to their homes in carriages. They 
could give only a meagre description of 
the two men who got away. They said 
they were young and athletic, and evi- 
dently Italians. 


Prisoner a Plasterer by Trade. 


The prisoner said that he was Casimo 
Riccobono, 26 years old; that he was a 
plasterer by trade and lived at 426-8 
East Thirteenth Street. Further than this 
he would not talk. He was later taken 
to Police Headquarters, and will be ar- 
raigned in the Yorkville Court to-day. 
At the Thirteenth Street address no one 
could be found who would admit know- 
ing the prisoner, but at No. 216-8, a fish 
market, the proprietor was found to be 
ene Caesario Riccobono. Persons in the 
neighborhood said he “was Riccobono’s 
uncle end that they had been in this 
country about four months. No one 


seemed to know where Riccobono lived, 
@s it was said he had recently been mar- 
ried and moved away from the neigh- 
borhood. 

About 9 o’clock two Italians and a boy 
were brought to Headquarters by de- 
tectives, and it was announced that they 
were Riccobono’s father and two broth- 
ers, Giovanni, 55 vears old; Salvatore, 21, 
and Dameano, 1.

The old man and the 
-ounger son gave their address as 440 
ast Thirteenth Street, and Salvatore 
faid he lived at No. 435. They all gave 

their occupation as peddlers. They were 

lJocked up as suspicious persons, and wili 
be questioned by Inspector McCafferty 
this morning. 

At 11 o'clock another Italian was 
brought in. He said he was Antonio Ric- 
cobono, and that Giovanni is his father. 
He was also locked up. 

Velsor was able to leave Bellevue for 
his home, in Brooklyn, late last night. 
His sister came over for him in a car- 
riage, and one of the doctors accompanied 
them across the river. 

Max Roth, Vice President of the Jeffer- 
son Bank, and William H. Devlin, the 
cashier, arrived at the police station about 
6 o'clock and took the $43,000 in cash 
downtown to the bank. They were ac- 
companied by a plain-clothes man and 
two detectives, and went In a carriage. 

Mr. Roth said that, so far as he knew, 
mo one in the bank had ever received a 
threatening letter, nor had there ever 
been an intimation that a robbery was 
being planned. 


OTHER STREET HOLD-UPS. 


Yorkville Bank Messenger Attacked 
in 1905—Liquor Dealer Robbed. 


Messengers employed by banks and busi- 
mess houses have frequently been attacked 
by highway robbers, and in the last few 
years there have been several hold-ups 
of a nature similar to that of yesterday. 

In May, 1905, Carl Kueher, a messenger 
employed by the Yorkville Bank, was held 
up and robbed of his money satchel by 
four men at Hudson and Houston Streets. 
Dozens of persons were passing, but none 
paid any attention to the occurrence, 
thinking it a brawl. In Kueher’s satchel 
were only five checkbooks, although it had 
contained several thousand dollars only 
@ few minutes before the hold-up. 

Morris Tischler, owner of a@ liquor store 
at 2,018 Second Avenue, sent a messenger 
named Wolf Parker to the Twelfth Ward 
Bank, in East 125th Street, on Saturday, 
Feb. 9, last year, to cash a check for 
$2,900. Parker got the money and was 
walking along 105th Street on his way 
back when he was held up by three men 
and knocked on the head. He was able, 
however, to call the attention of the 
police to the fleeing assailants and one 
of them was captured. 

Paymaster William Knapp of the 
Worthen & Aldrich Bleacheries at Dela- 
wanna and his driver, George Cummings, 
were held up by four men on the river 
drive near Passaic on Nov. 15 of last year 
and relieved of the $7,000 which he had 
drawn from the Hoboken Trust Company 
to meet the weekly pay roll. Knapp and 
his driver were then tied to trees and 
left. Mrs. Mary Hester saw the robbery 
from her home and her alarm resulted 
in the arrest of three Italians. 

On July 18, 1900, Laura Rickerick, Cash. 
fer in the Jersey City office of the Pru- 
dential Life Insurance Company, started 
to deposit the day’s receipts in the Hud- 
son County National Bank. As she start- 
ed up the bank’s steps a man coming 
down seized the satchel and made off with 
it. In the chase which followed Mrs. 
Henrietta Fuhling died from excitement. 
The robber escaped.

THAW LOSES SUIT 
~ FOR HIS RELEASE 


Court Declares Prisoner Insane 
and a Menace—To Determine 
Legality of Commitment. 


MAY ASK FOR A GUARDIAN 


Thaw Makes a Statement on His Case 
—Effort to Have Him Trans- 
ferred from Matteawan. 


Special to The New York Times. 

POUGHKEEPSIE, N. Y., May 25.—Jus- 
tice Joseph Morschauser to-day dismissed 
the writ of habeas corpus of Harry K. 
Thaw, declared him insane and a menace 
to the community, and decided against 
the contention of his counsel that the law 
under which Justice Dowling had cimmit- 
ted him to Matteawan was pnconstitu- 
tional. Justice Morschauser dia not order 
Thaw back to Matteawan on account of 
the pending question as to his ruling on 
the point raised over the commitment of 
Thaw by Justice Dowling, a question 
which will be taken to the Appellate Di- 
vision of the Supreme Court. 

Notice was given that on June 6 counsel 
for Thaw would request that the prisoner 
be transferred from the jail here to some 
institution for the insane other than Mat- 
teawan. District Attorney Mack was in- 
formed over the telephone that District 
Attorney Jerome would oppose any such 
effort to remove Thaw from the asylum 
for the criminal] insane. 

An effort was made to get Assistant 
Superintendent Amos T. Baker of Mat- 
teawan to ask for the appointment of a 
guardian for Thaw immediately after the 
verdict of the Judge. When Mr. Jerome 
heard of this he asked Mr. Mack to ob- 
ject to any such appointment. The head 
of the institution may apply for a guar- 
dian for an inmate without having the 
inmate go before a lunacy commission. 

On the other hand if any of his family 
asks for the appointment of a guardian 
for him, Thaw will have to face a com- 
mission. 

Mr. Jerome, it was learned to-day, 
through District fet ry «4 Mack, would 
not put any obstruction in the way of an 
application by any member of the family 
for the appointment of a guardian, but 
would fight any effort to relieve the 
family of their share of responsibility in 
the establishment of Thaw’s mental con- 


dition. | 
Thaw Calmly Hears Decision. | 


Thaw heard the news of the decision 
without any show of excitement until he 
was asked about a rumor to the effect 
that the marriage annulment suit of his 
wife was to be withdrawn to-morrow in 


be followed by an application by her to be 
appointed his guardian and controller of 
what estate he has left. 

Thaw had left his lawyer, J. G. Graham, 


to join a number of reporters in the office 
of Jailer Robinson, and was smoking a 
cigar and answering questions calmly 
when this question was put Me to him.

‘Counsel for your wife, Dan O'Relil ey, 
is reported to have decided on this 
course,”’ he was told.

He showed 
extreme nervousness and hastened from 
the room. 

Thaw’s mother, attended by a nurse, 
paid him a visit in the jail during the 
forenoon, left for dinner, and returned 
in the afternoon. They had two long 
talks together, the nurse being sent from 
the building during the time cf the con- 
ference. The mother seemed much en- 
feebled physically, but still strong of 
epirit. 

In response to a note sent him during 
the afternoon, Thaw «arranged for an in- 
terview with a reporter of THP TIMps to- 
night. He entered the reception room for 
jail visitors and sat down, offering a 
cigar. é 

“TI don’t know whether you will use it 
all,”’ he said, in a low voice, ‘‘ but I have 
prepared a statement of what occurred 
when I was on the stand.” 


Harry K. Thaw’s Statement, 
He handed a typewritten document to 


the reporter. 

** Did you prepare this yourself, without 
the aid of counsel?’”’ he was asked, 

“Why,” he exclaimed, as if surprised 
at the question. ‘‘l haven’t seen coun- 
sel since early morning. I prepared this 
myself.” 

The typewritten statement offered by 
Thaw consisted of a copy of the steno- 
graphic account of his testimony on the 
stand in the habeas corrus proceedings, 
It was prefaced with this: 

“This is my first statemen 
day before Christmas. 

‘The last evening of court I was called 
to the stand just when the stenographer’s 
hour was up. It was some time before 
the new stenographer entered the room; 
meanwhile, two flashlights were exploded 
within twelve feet of me. Probably it 
was during this wait that I appeared 
nervous. 

“The witness chair was comfortable, 
but a railing pressed against my knees, 
so I was forced to turn my back toward 
the Judge or toward the newspaper re- 
porters. I turned toward the Judge; con- 
sequently, the reporters could not hear 
my answers. 

“There are two points in my answers 
that Mr. Jerome understood, but others 
might not. 

“First, when Mr. Jerome asked if I 
understood the evidence which would 
guide the Judge, I objected to evidence 
presented at my last trial being used as 
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though sworn to before Judge Morschau- 
ser. 

“Second, Mr. Jerome's alienists had 
testified protcononally ; therefore, I did 
not consider that their private or society 
reputation had much to do with the case.” 

aw was asked whether the steno- 
grapme report did not verify the long- 
iand reports of the newspapers, and was 
asked to point out any injustice done him 
in the reports. 

“IT don’t say that any injustice was 
done me,” he said, nervously. ‘‘I simply 
say that you newspaper men could not 
hear me, and that consequently you could 
rot print all that I said. I spoke too low, 
ons my back was to you a part of the 

me,"’ 

During the morning interview Thaw 
said that the newspaper men had ne- 
glected the importance of the testimony 
of .Dr. Jacoby, who swore that he had 
examined him and had found no trace of 
manic depressive insanity. 

“You are not experts,” he said to a 
number of reporters. ‘‘ But I don’t blanfe 
you. You were looking for stories. 
Jerome did not examine Dr. Jacoby on 
that point. He was ‘there with the hot 
air and the big yell.’ It was interesting ag 
reading matter but not evidence.” 

He was asked whether the testimony. 
of Dr. Wells, the English expert, had not 
aided in establishing manic depressive in- 
sanity. 

‘‘T’ll tell you about Dr. Wells,"”’ he re- 

lied. ‘‘ When I was in his hospital in 

ondon they had me in a big room. I 
was suffering from ptomaine poisoning. 
He left a young girl to watch me. Would 
mr haye left a young girl to guard a ma- 
niac?”’ 

As he started for the door of the room 
THE TIMES reporter said to him: 

“Mr. Thaw, I would like to ask whether 
your conferences to-day with your mother 
concerned the appointment of a guardian 
for your estate.’ 

i did not discuss that at all,” he 
said. 

Thaw’s jailors said last night that he 
was apparently cheerful, and that he had 
left one hope—that he will be kept out of 
Matteawan, in jail or in any other asylum, 
but away from Quimbo Appo and the 
hundreds of other lunatic murderers, for- 
gers, and other criminals who are pris- 
oners there. 


Justice Morschauser’s Decision. 


Justice Morschauser’s decision says: 

“JT am satisfied from the evidence ad- 
duced before me that the mental condl- 
tion of Harry K. Thaw has not changed, 
and I find that he is now. insane, and 


that it is so manifest as to make it un- 
safe for him to be at large.” 

Of the constitutionality of the law under 
which Justice Dowling sent Thaw to 
Matteawan, Justice Morschauser says in 
his opinion: 

“TI have made careful examination of 
the authorities, and I do not find that 
this statute has ever been passed upon 
by any of the courts of this State. It has 
been in existence and operation for many 
years without question, and it is the duty 
of the court to presume in favor of the 
validity of the statute until its violation 
of the Constitution is established beyond 
all reasonable doubt. 

“In construing this statute it should 
be borne in mind that the safety and wel- 
fare of the community are of more impor- 
tance than the freedom of the individual. 

“The relator claims that the statute 
does not provide a method by which Thaw 
can be discharged. 

“Section 99 of the insanity law pro- 
vides, ‘Any .inmate, not a convict, neld 
upon an order of a court or Judge in a 
criminal proceednig may be discharged 
therefrom upon the Superintendent’s cer- 
tificate of recovery, made to and ap- 
proved by such court or Judge.’ 

“IT believe no injustice has been done 

to Thaw or will be done to him by de- 
priving him of his liberty unt!l such time: 
as he can be discharged by the method 
prescribed by law. 
‘Bearing In mind that the usual pun- 
ishment for the act which led up to the | 
detention of said Thaw is death or a iong 
term of imprisonment and that Thaw 
escaped the consequences of such act sule- 
ly by reason of his existing mental condi- 
tion, I do not deem it proper to allow 
Thaw his freedom, suffering, as he is, 
from some form of insanity, with the pos- 
sible recurrence of an attack similar to 
that which the jury believed he was suf- 
tering from when he killed Stanford 
White. 

“In view of the ezloting mental condi- 
tion of said Thaw, the safety of the pub- 
N¢ Is better insured by his remaining in 
custory and under observance until he 
has recovered or until such time as it 
shall be reasonably certain that there is | 
no danger of a recurring attack of the 
delusion or whatever it may be.” 

Justice Morschauser then announced 
that, pending the settlement of the con- 
struction of the law under which Justice 
Dowling sent Thaw to Matteawan, he 
would retain Thaw in the jail here. 
Justice Morschauser is practically in the 
same position as Justice Dowling. Both 
consider the slayer of White insane and a 
menace to the community, but neither has 
had him put before a commission to pass 
on his condition of mind. As the point 
involved is based on the commitment of 
Thaw to Matteawan without an Inqul- 
rendo de lunatico, the recommitment of 
Thaw to Matteawan by Justice Mor- 
schauser would bring up once more the 
question of the right of the Justice to 
hold him in the asylum for the criminal 
insane. 


AS EXPECTED, SAYS LITTLETON. 


Attorney Declares Thaw's Attempt at 
Freedom Now Was Ill-Advised. 


Special to The New York Times. 
CHATTANOOGA, Tenn., May 25.—That 
the action in filing the habeas’ corpus pro- 
ceedings for the release of Harry Thaw 
from the Matteawan Asylum for the In- 
sane was ill-advised was the statement 
made by Attorney Martin Littleton of 
New York this afternoon, when in- 
formed that the court had declared Thaw 
insane. He characterized the filing of 
the proceedings as hasty and premature, 
stating that the result was to be expected 
at this time. 

Mr. Littleton said that Thaw’s insist- 
ence that steps be taken at once for his 
release would probably cause him to re- 
main at Matteawan for another year, 
when he might have obtained his freedom 
by waiting until the Fall. He said that 
he had sought to impress his former client 
at their last conference with the futility 
of attempting to gain his freedom at once. 
Regarding the proceedings instituted by 
Evelyn Nesbit Thaw for an annulment cf 
her marriage, Mr. Littleton said that he! 
did not believe that the case would ever 


come to trial. 
‘*In my opinion,” said he, “ ft would be 


{impossible for either to secure an annul- 
ment of the marriage." 
Mr. Littleton is on his way to visit 
his father at Kingston. 


JEROME FAVORS MATTEAWAN. 


Objects to a Sdnitarium for Thaw, as 
He Might Escape. 


Special to The New York Times, 
ELIZABETHTOWN, N. Y., May 25.— 
District Attorney Jerome, accompanied by 
his assistant, Francis P. Garvan, arrived 
here this evening for the summing up to- 
morrow : before Commissioner Hand on 
the King Committee charges. On the 
same train came Franklin Pierce, counsel 
for the committee. 
On the train Mr. Jerome received a tele- 
gram from an assistant notifying him of 
the decision of Judge Morschauer in the 
Thaw case. Asked whether he wou'd 
consent to Thaw being sent to a private 
sanitarium, Mr. Jerome said: 
‘*T don't like to say what I will do un- 
til the matter has come officially to my 
attention. I will say, however, that 1 
would not feel inclined to consent to 
Thaw being put in any place where there 
is no guarantee that he will not be able 
to escape. 
“Tt would undoubtedly be a good thin 
to relieve the State of the expense o 
caring for any person who is able, as 
Thaw is, to pay his own way in a pri- 
vate asylum. Ordinarily, I would not 
object to such a thing, but in Thaw’s 
ease I do not see how it could be done, 
because of the possibility of his escaping. 
At large he would be a dangerous man. 
My idea is that he ought to be kept at 
atteawan.”

WHITMORE ON TRIAL 


FOR WIFE MURDER 


Prosecutor Declares Evidence Will 
Show Wife Was Slain for 
Sake of Another Woman. 


JEALOUSY ALSO A MOTIVE 


Jersey Justice Swift:in Swamp Trag- 
edy, Sixteen Witnesses Being 
Heard on the First Day. 


Jersey justice moved swiftly yesterday 
in the trial of Theodore S.:Whitmore, the 
élevated rodd motorman, in the Court of 
Oyer and Terminer, Jersey City, for the 
murder of his wife, Lena, whose nude 
body was found in Lampblack Swamp, 
Harrison, N. J., on Dec. 26 last. A jury 
was obtained in forty-three minutes, and 
at the close of the morning session not 
only had eight witnesses been heard, but 
Assistant Prosecutor George T. Vickers 
had outlined new and important allega- 
tions which he said the State Would prove. 
Eight more witnesses were called in the 
afternoon. 

Mr. Vickers asserted that the State 
could prove that the defendant was not 
only with his wife on the night before 
the day of the finding of the body, but 
that it would show him at 12:50 on the 
morning of the day upon which the body 
was found leaving a train alone that 
had passed through Newark. A motive, 
the prosecutor said, would be found in 
the expressed wish of the defendant to 
get rid of his wife and marry anowfer 
woman. Also, that Whitmore after the 
inurder had tried to get possession of 
property and money belonging to his 
wife, and that he was accompanied in 
these efforts by a friend.. This was taken 
to mean that the prosecutor had obtained 
much new evidence, both from Mrs. 
Georgia Dickinson and from Fred Eliiott, 
the Boston & Albany brakeman, arrested 
in Boston last January, who was with 
Whitmore after-the murder. 


Two Judges Officiate, 


As a large part of the evidence to be 
offered to connect Whitmore with the 
crime is circumstantial, there were two 
Judges officiating at the trial They 
were Judge John A. Blair, who sits regu- 
larly in the Hudson County Court Hou.e, 
and Supreme Court Justice Francis J. 
Swayze'of Trenton. 

Whitmore; at ease and occasionally 
smiling, had been brought in when the 
work of choosing the jury began, a little 
after 10 o'clock. As soon as the jury 
had been obtained and Francis E. Jewkes 
of 651 Bergin Street, Jersey City, had been 


chosen foreman, Assistant Public Prose- 
cutor George T, Vickers made the open- 
ing address, stating that the State would 
Whitmore was thrown 
alive into the swamp, probably while 
unconscious, and that the cause of death 
was drowning. 

“The State will show that within a 
week of the murder this defendant at- 
tacked his wife, and that there was some 
evidence of this violence upon her body 
when she was found dead,” the prose- 
cutor said, ‘‘ and that on the day previous 
to the commission of the crime this de- 


fendant had an encounter on the street! 
with his wife, threw her to the ground, | 
}and took her pocketbook, and that only 


because of the interference of outsiders 
did he return it. 

“The State will show that on Dec. 25 
the defendant and his wife met in the 
neighborhood of 7:30 A. M., that he in- 
duced her to return to his home, and 
that they were last seen together in the 
house at 7 P. M. in New York City. We 
shall also place the defendant at 12:50 
on the morning of Dec. 26 leaving a 
train that came through Newark after 
midnight. 


In Love With Another Woman. 


“The State will show a manifold motive 
for this crime. The defendant was jealous 
of the wife and then tried to get rid of 
her. The reason that’ the defendant 
wanted to rid himself of his wife at 
this time was because he himself was in 
love with another woman, and that he 


had arranged to live with another woman. 
Twenty-four hours after his wife had dis- 
appeared he installed this woman in his 
house for a time. We shall also show that 
the defendant intended to take his wife's 
jewels and monew.”’ 

Mr. Vickers went on to say that the 
State would prove that Whitmore tried to 
conceal his wife's death. It would be 
shown, he said,ethat on Dec. 26 Whitmore 
went with a friend to a house where a 
bank book belonging to his wife was and 
got it. He then went to the bank and 
said that the old book had been burned and 
he wanted a new one. This same friend, 
said Mr. Vickers, remained at Whitmore’s 
home in Brooklyn for several days, and 


at Whitmore’s instigation wrote various | 


letters signed ‘‘ Lena,”’ explaining to Mrs. 
Whitmore’'s friends her absence. 

The first witnesses, Irving Webster 
Crane, Albert Thompson, and Fred Kirk- 
man told of the finding of the body. Will- 
iam B. Salter, a brother of the dead wo- 
man, Mrs. Bessie Smithers, a sister, and 
Martin Smithers told of the identification 
of the body. Dr. Otto H. Schultz of New 
York, Coroner Shrady’s —— said 
that in his opinion deat was due to 
drowning. The bruise at the base of the 
skull was sufficient to cause unconsclous- 
ness. There were scratches upoh the 
body which could not have been caused 
by its being dragged out of the water. 
Dr. Charles B. Converse, the Coroner’s 
physician of Hudson County, gave similar 
testimony. 

Bernard Walsh, the undertaker of Har 
rison, in whose morgue the body lay for 
some time, told of the failure of the hus- 
band to identify the body of his wife. 

‘* He looked Iike a man who expected to 
find something and did find it,’ said the 
witness, but this was objected to. Alex- 
ander Simpson, counsel for Whitmore, 
brought out on cross-examination that 
Whitmore had first seen the body by 
lantern light and that subsequently he had 
been permitted to look for marks of iden- 
tiffcation in daylight. 

When Gus C. Roeder, a reporter, was 
cross-examined by Mr. Simpson the lat- 
ter tried to make Mr. Roeder say that he 
had told Whitmore not to identify the 
body while other reporters were about. 
This he refused to say, though he admit-

WOMAN’S BODY IN SWAMP. 


Screams Heard and Police Think It a 
Second Whitmore Case. 


Special to The New York Times. 
GLOUCESTER, N. J., May 25.—The mur- 
der of Mrs. Helena Whitmore, who was 
killed and cast into “Lamp Black” 
Swamp, near Newark, last December, was 
recalled by the Néw Jersey police, who 


found the body of a woman in the mud 
along Big Timber Creek, near Gloucester, 
yesterday. Harvey Moore, a Gloucester 
fisherman, told the police that he was 
certain that the woman had been mur- 
dered late Saturday night. 

‘“‘I was out rowing between 11 o’clock 
| and midnight Saturday,’’ Moore told the 
officers, ‘“‘and saw two persons alight 
from a trolley car at the Camden end of 
the trestle which spans Big Timber Creek. 
One wore a man’s straw hat and the 
other appeared to be a woman, although 
I could not be certain. 

“The car went on, and { was drifting 
with the tide when I heard a scream from 
the shore. It was a woman’s scream. 
She called loudly several times, but I 
could not make out the words. I rowed 
toward shore. The crtes ceased, and 
when I pulled along the trestle I could 
see no one.”’ 

Coroner Hunter found no marks of vio- 
lence on the body to-day. He said the 
woman might nave been murdered or 
have been a suicide, and the inquest re- 
sulted in an open verdict of ‘‘ Death 
| from means unknown.” The woman was 
about thirty years old and of refined ap- 
bagery She was five feet four inches 
tall and weighing 110 pounds. Her eyes 
were brown, her hair black. . The cloth- 
ing consisted of a small black coat, a 
black skirt with a red loop, a white 
shirt waist, a white lace collar into which 


were stuck two pearl pins, three under- | 


skirts, one blue with white stripes, one 
black, and one wwhite; button shoes, black 
lisle stockings,’ and a dark leather belt 
with an oxidized buckle in the shape of 
@&@ woman's head. 

All the clothing bore the name of a 
Gopartwent store in Philadelphia, and the 
police belleve the woman came from Phil- 
adelphia. 


PHILIP MURDER TRIAL STARTS, 


New Yorker Shot Cabman at Washing- 
ton a Year Ago. 


WASHINGTON, May 25.—The trial of 
Gaston C. Philip, well known in New 
York and Washington, and son of a prom- 
inent family, who a year ago shot and 
killed Frank B. Macaboy, a cab driver, 


was begun to-day before Justice Job Bar- 
nard, in Criminal Court No. 2, 

His plea is self-defense. It is said that 
testimony of a sensational character will 
be brought out by the prosecution.

A clerk found Macaboy 
on the floor with Philip leaning over him,

DEAD GIRL MAE REILLY? 


Theory That Mrs. Gunness Put In the 
Ruins the Body of Missing 
Rochester Girl. 


LAPORTE, Ind., May 25.—That the 
body of Mae Reilly, who disappeared 
from Rochester, N. Y., last Fall, was put 
in the rvins of her house by Mrs. Gun- 
ness, believing it’ would be taken for 
her own, is che latest theory advanced 
by Attorneys Darrow and Worden, the 
attorneys for Ray Lamphere. The at- 
torneys say they have obtained evidence 
to substantiate such a belief. 

That Mrs. Gunness escaped in man’s 
clothing from her ‘death farm” is the 
statement made in a letter from a man 
in Arkansas to Mayor Darrow. The 
writer, whose name is withheld, is known 
to Mayor Darrow, having formerly lived 
in Marshall County, this State, and there- 
fore credence is placed in his statements. 
This man positively declares that Mrs. 
Gunness escaped, and that he had a let- 
ter from her May 3, five days after she, 
according to the official findings of Cor- 
oner Mack, was burned to death. 

The writer says he will produce this let- 
ter and turn over to the officers other 
letters and will also. give additional infor- 
mation regarding her if he is personally 
interviewed by the officers either in La- 
porte or at his home in Arkansas.

Mrs. Ruth Field, Once Associated 
with Helen Gould, Forced to 
Give Up Secretaryship. 


RELIGION SUBORDINATED 


Devoted Her Energles to Soclal Side of 
the Organization—Many Members, 
Sympathizing with Her, Resign. 


Special Cable to Tom New YORK TIM=Es. 

PARIS, May 25.—The Anglo-Amer- 
ican branch of the Young Women’s 
Christian Association is now in the 
throes of a factional fight which may 
result in a dissolution of the old 
organization and the formation of an 
independent society. 

The quarrel arose over a difference 
between Mrs. John J. Hoff, the wealthy 
President of the association, and Mrs. 
Ruth Fuller Field, who at the time 
was Secretary of the organization. 

Mrs. Field was once the private seo- 
retary of Helen Gould. She gave up 
an important post in America in order 
to accept the Secretaryship of the Paris 
branch of the Young Women’s Assoct- 
ation. Mrs. Hoff was in America at 
the time Mrs, Field left New York for 
Paris. 

Mrs. Field inaugurated numerous 
changes in the association. For one 
thing, she gave more importance to the 
social side of the organization than 
ever had been given to it before. She 
declared that her theory wag that if 
the association made a pleasant home 
for English and American -working 
girls in Paris the religious interests of 
the institution would take care of them- 
selves. Informal tea parties, literary 
evenings, and amateur theatricals fol- 
lowed one another in quick succession. 

In the course of time Mrs. Hoff re- 
turned from America, She always had 
taken deep interest in the religious life 
of the working girls in Paris, and after 
she had been back in Paris a little 
while she told her friends she was much 
shocked at the turn taken in the asso- 
ciation’s affairs during her absence. 

Presently she summoned the new 
Secretary to give an explanation of her 
management. Mrs. Field maintained 
she was right in promoting the social 
welfare of her charges, and gaid she 
made no pretense of teaching religion. 
Mrs. Hoff replied that to teach religion 
was the chief end of the Young 
Women’s Christian Association, and 
concluded with asking Mrs. Field to 
resign. 

Mrs. Field resigned immediately. She 
is now engaged in the organization of 
@ self-help club {in which American 
and English girl stenographers in Paris 
and other young business women are 
to find social diversion as well as moral 
training. The young women of the 
Young Women's Christian Association 
are much wrought up over the loss of 
their Secretary. Many already have 
resigned, and others threaten to resign, 


FALLIERES REACHES LONDON, 


French President Warmly Welcomed 
-—Dines at Buckingham Palace. 


LONDON, May 25.—King Edward, the 
Prince of Wales, other members of the 
royal family, Foreign Secretary Sir Ed- 
ward Grey, Premier Asquith, and Home 
Secretary Gladstone welcomed M. Fal- 
léres, the President of the French Re- 
public, when he arrived at the Victoria 
Station this afternoon to return the visits 
which King Edward and other members 
of the British royal family have paid to 
the head of the republic in Paris, 

The station, which was closed to the 
general public, had been converted by 
florists into a huge conservatory. As the 
special train bringing M. Fallitres and 
the members of his party from Dover ran 
into the station, the King, the Prince of 
Wales, and all,the army officers present 
stood at salute. His Majesty was the 
first to greet the French President, wel- 
coming him like an old friend. 

After the usual introductions, a proces- 
sion of state carriages, with postillions, 
was formed and proceeded to York House, 
that portion of St. James’s Palace where 
M. Falliéres will reside during his stay 
in London. The King, M. Falléres, the 
Prince of Wales, and the Duke of Con- 
naught occupied the first carriage. The 
streets along which the procession passed 
were effectively decorated, and there was 
@ great display of the military. The large 
crowds that had assembled gave the vis- 
itor a most enthusiastic welcome. 


The King and Queen entertained their 
French guests to-night at a banquet at 
the palace. It was a brilliant affair and 
characteristic of arom state functions. 
The banqueting hall was beautifully ap- 
pointed, the famous Windsor gold plate 
and fine candelabra being particularly 
noticeable. The dinner service was green 
Sévres, and out of compliment to the 
guests the floral decorations throughout 
were Frence roses, The guests in- 
cluded numerous peera, Ministers, and 
ex-Ministers. 

President Falliéres, in replying to King 
Edward's toast, expressed the great pleas- 
ure the visit afforded him, confirming as 
it did the cordial relations existing be- 
tween the two countries. In behalf of the 
French Nation, he drank to the prosperity 
of Great Britain and the development of 
this auspicious friendship, 

President Falliéres will visit the Franco- 
British Exhibition to-morrow. His great

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DECIDED IN YALE’S FAVOR: 


Blount’s Will Bequeathing $350,000 to 
University Is Probated, 

Bpecial Cable to THE New York Times. 

LONDON, May 25.—It was settled 
to-day that the bequest of an estate 
valued at $400,000 to Yale University 
contained in the will of Archibald 
Henry Blount holds good. This de- 
termination came in the form of a 
Judgment delivered in, the Probate 
Court that Mr. Blount was of sound 
mind when he made his will, June 4, 
1907, twelve days before he died. 
Against this judgment no protest was 
made nor was any notification filed by 
relatives of a contest of the will, so 
that it may be said that there are no 
longer any obstacles to the university’s 
entering into the enjoyment of the 
Blount bequest. 

Henry Stoddard, one of the counsel 
for Yale Corporation, and Lee McClung, 
the Treasurer of Yale University, told 
THE NEW YorK Trmps’s correspondent 
to-night they were much gratified at 
the assistance given them by Mr, 
Blount’s relatives while here in con- 
nection with the final settlement of 
the case. 

When the expenses in connection 
with the Probate Court and the sgettle- 
ment of ‘the estate shall have been 
deducted the university will receive 
about $350,000. 

“The greater portion of this sum,” 
said Mr. McLung, “was invested in 
British and colonial securities, a large 
portion of which {s gilt-edged, but 
something like $50,000 is represented 
by real estate. This last portion—real 
estate of some 400 acres in Hereford- 
shire—was sold to-day and realized a 
good price. I shall remain here ten 
days longer for the purpose of looking 
after the securities, some of which we 
shall sell now, and others hold for a 
better market. 

“So far as we can learn, Mr. Blount 
had no reason to leave hig money to 
Yale, further than that when he visited 
America some ten years ago he was 
greatly pleased with the country, and 
especially with its educational methods, 
and believed Yale to be a representa- 
tive American institution. As'he was 
very careful with his money, even to 
the point of closeness, the fact that 
he was impressed by the more generous 
expenditures of some of his relatives 
may also have influenced him in mak- 
ing the bequest.” 

Mr. Stoddart has been looking after 
the legal points of the case, and has 
had the assistance of several well- 
known BHnglish solicitors. He returns 
to America Wednesday. 

“The English country is delightful,” 
he said to-day, “ but this London com- 
bination of foggy, dust-laden, petro~ 
leum-smelling atmosphere is too much 
for me.”

LISBON, May 25.—The royal household 
of Portugal is being besieged by its 
‘creditors, and the newspapers of Lisbon 
are filled with the notices of suits brought 
by tradespeople against its members. The 
courts. already have awarded a butcher

meat bill, against Dowager Queen Maria 
Pia and the Duke of Oporto.

MME. GOULD T0 WED 
SAGAN ON JUNE 14 


Authoritative Denials That the 
Couple Were Married by Ho- 
boken Justice of the Peace. 


CASTELLANE MAKES THREATS 


Reported That After Publication of 
Banns Next Sunday He Will Ask 
for Custody of Children, 


PARIS, May 25.—Mme. Anna Gould and 
Prince Helie de Sagan will be married two 
weeks from next Sunday. Their banns will 
be published next Sunday, so that the 
French law requiring publication of banns 
ten days in advance of a wedding will be 
complied with generously. 

There will be a civil ceremony and also 
@ religious ceremony, the latter to be 
performed by a Protestant minister. The 
couple will be married under what is 
known in France as the “separation of 
property régime,"”’ each party remaining 
in absolute control of his or her own for- 
tune, which in the event of death will not 
pass to the survivor, but to the heirs of 
the deceased, 

After the marriage the Prince and Prin- 
cess de Sagan will reside in France, the 
idea of selling Mme. Gould’s magnificent 
mansion on the Avenue Malakoff and her 
country seat, the Chateau Marais, and liv- 
ing abroad having been abandoned. 

M. Cachard of the firm of Coudert 
Brothers, attorney for Mme. Anna Gould, 
who is engaged in preparing the contract 
for the marriage, authorizes an unquali- 
fied denial of the story that the couple 


| were secretly married at Hoboken on the 


' 


eve of their departure from America last 
month. 

Count Bont de Castellane, the divorced 
husband of Mme. Gould, is prepared the 
moment the banns are published to bring 
suit to transfer the custody of the Castel- 
lane children to himself on the ground 
that Prince de Sagan is not fit to be their 
stepfather, The Count, however, evident- 
ly {s not yet apprised of the exact situa- 
tion, as he imagines that Mme. Gould is 
still hesitating with regard to the mar- 
Triage. He counts upon the continued op- 
position of George Gould, -who, he says, 
is expected in Paris within a fortnight. 

There is an intimation from sources 
friendly to Mme. Gould that Count Boni 
would not dare bring suit for the custody 
of his children, as it would assuredly pro- 
voke the revelation of certain damaging 
matters affecting him which heretofore 
have been held jn reserve. 

W. C. Budenbender, the Hoboken Justice 
of the Peace who was quoted as stating 
that he married Prince Helie de Sagan 
and Mme. Anna Gould in his office in 
Hoboken, denied positively yesterday that 
any such ceremony had been performed 
by him. He said he had never seen the 
Prince de Sagan nor Mme. Gould, and 
that all the stories printed about an al- 
leged mysterious midnight visit to his 
little office, at 404 Washington Street, 
Hoboken, by the Prince and Mme. Gould 
were inventions and nothing more. 

Justice Budenbender’s statement fol- 
lowed a demand that he appear before 
the Hoboken Board of Health to-morrow 
and explain why, if he had performed the 
marriage ceremony, he did not file a 
certificate, as required by law. 


FRANCO-GERMAN RELATIONS. 


Bound to Improve, von Holstein Says 
—But Frankfort Treaty Must Stand. 


BERLIN, May 25.—Baron von Holstein, 
who for many years was Director of the 
Division of Higher Politics of the Foreign 
Office, and who, since his retirement in 
1906, has continued to exercise a certain 
influence in the foreign policy of Ger- 
many, discusses Franco-German relations 
in a remarkable interview made public 
to-day.

“Y consider the time will come when 
the hatrde of the two nations will dimin- 
ish because it causes useless expenditures. 
I should regard such efforts as_ entirely 
inoffensive if it were not for the occa- 
sional cropping up in the French press of 
a tendency to interpret them as the first 
symptoms of a disposition of the mind 
which eventually will lead to a revision 
of the treaty of Frankfort. This current 
of thought could only bring disillusion- 
ment and a consequent recrudescence of 
bitterness. 

“T am sure that Germany as a nation 
would reject with the utmost energy the 
idea of such a revision. It would be an 
affectation to dismiss the possibility of 
the existence of a certain class in Ger- 
many which would welcome changes in 
the treaty as one of the most efficacious 
methods to bring about the decomposition 
of the empire, yet an overwhelming ma- 
jority of Germans are prepared to efend 
the terms of the Frankfort treaty, and in 
a similar manner they are ready to de- 
fend the empire. 

“T am unable to give Emperor Will- 
jam’s views on this subject, but I believe 
myself in a position to state that his 
Majesty is in perfect accord with the ma- 
jority of his subjects in maintaining the 
integrity of his grandfather's work. [I 
think the peace of the present day has a 
splendid chanee of continuing. So many 
influences and counter-influences would be 
set at work In the event of war that no- 
body can foresee the developments which 
a Kuropean war would have in Europe 
and elsewhere.”

THE BIGGEST CLOCK STARTS.

FLORIDA READY FOR ‘BATTLE.’ | 


Monitor Which Will Be Target Sallis 
from Norfolk Navy Yard. 


NORFOLK, Va., May 25.—The United 
States monitor Florida sailed from the 
Norfolk Navy Yard to-day for Hampton 
Roads preparatory to the gunnery tests 
tn which the Florida will serve as target 
ship. The monitor Arkansas and the tor- 

edo boat Morris, which will participate 
5 the tests, accompanied the Florida. 

These tests will begin Wednesday on 
the old southern drill grounds in lower 
Chesapeake Bay.

A Knowledge of Law Would Have 
Aided the President, Says 
J. M. Beck. 


TALKS TO COLUMBIA CLASS 


College Seniors Celebrate with 
Speeches and Poetry—Vote The 
Times Most Popular Paper. 


The seniors of Columbia College held 
their“annual Class Day yesterday after- 
neon with parades around the campus, 
exercises in the gymnasium, and the 
planting ‘of the ivy vine under the wails 
of the new college building, Hamilton 
Hall.

Had he sat, as Saul, at the feet 
of that great Gamaliel of the law, he 
would have hada better opinion of law 
and lawyers, and. would doubtless have 
become a mose effective and vigorous ad- 
vocate. Moreover, I am tempted to add, 


a wider anpwetee of the law would not 
have lessened the value of his public 


‘services. 


“ His political rival, Mr. Bryan, was 
m more emphatic in a recent address. 
He hoped that the day would.come ‘ when 
we will not have so many men who will 
sell their souls to make grand larceny 
ossible. Perhaps some time it will be 
ess disgraceful for a lawyer to assist in 
igantic robbery than for a highwaym 
to go out and hold up the wayfarer.’”’

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STANDARD OIL TANK BLOWS UP 


40,000 Gallons in Williamsburg Plant 
Burned—Explosion Like Earthquake. 


Brooklyn firemen had a stubborn oil 
blaze to deal with yesterday in the Stand- 
ard Oil Company's Williamsburg plant at 
North Thirteenth Street and Kent Ave- 
nue, when a tank containing 40,000 bar- 
rels of refined ofl. exploded from spon- 
taneous combustion. ' 

The tank was among a large number 


close together, and each having a capac- 
ity of from 80,000 to 50,000 gallons. When 
the. explosion came half a dozen em- 
plores who were near by were stunned 

the concussion, The explosion resem- 
bled an earthquake, shaking houses for 
several blocks around, and creating terror 
among the occupants, many of whom 
rushed into the streets. \ 

Pending the arrival of the firemen é¢m- 
ployes formed a fire brigade, and with 
streams of water cooled down the sur- 
rounding tanks. This was kept up until 
all the oil from the tanks had been 
pumped through underground pipes to the 
company’s refineries in Greenpoint and 
Long Island City. 

The firemen aided the company’s bri- 
ayy until all the tanks and stills except- 
ng the blazing one were out of danger. 
The fireboats David A. Boody and {eth 
Low qajso fought the blaze. Several "Tire- 
men had their hair singed and_ faces 
burned. The fire burned itself out in 
about two hours.

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i, THE FIFTY-YEAR FRANCHISE. 


There will be very general regret that 
Gov. HuGues has felt constrained to 
withhold his approval from the Robin- 
son Rapid Transit bill, beyond all ques- 
tion the most important measure af- 
fecting the interests of New York City 
which was passed by the’ Legislature at 
fits last session. But if the Governor 
felt that, as a matter of principle, he 
must veto the bill, we are sorry he was 
not able to support his action by 
reasons more consistent with them- 
selves and with the public interest, and 
by arguments of higher validity. The 
fifty-year franchise is the stumbling 
block. ‘“‘ No fifty-year franchise” has 
become as great a fetich as “no more 
perpetual franchises’ some years ago. 
We are, in effect, asked to believe that 
there is something morally abhorrent in 
e fifty-year franchise, when, as a mat- 
ter of fact, the granting or withholding 
of a franchise is purely a business mat- 
ter, to be determined upon business 
considerations. 

Gov. HuGues says that “the city 
should not lose control over its high- 
ways for rapid transit purposes for 
such a period. Any one who reflects 
upon what the city was fifty years 
ago and upon what it is likely to be- 
come in the course of the next fifty 
years must realize this.”” Obviously, 
then, the Governor believes that it 
would be a bad bargain for the city 
to permit private capitalists to build 
and operate a subway upon a fifty- 
year franchise. That is, through in- 
crement of value and of earning power 
the franchise would, in a few years, 
come to have a value very much greater 
than the grantee ought to enjoy on the 
basis of payments adjusted at the pres- 
ent day. He would make altogether 
too much money, to the loss of the 
public. In the ratio of its improvidence 
for the city, the grant would be profit- 
able and much coveted by, bidders. It 
ig, therefore, astonishing to have the 
Governor inform us that “I do not 
think it likely that private capital 
could be induced to construct upon the 
proposed terms." We do not say that 
this is incomprehensible, we merely say 
that we cannot understand such reason- 
ing, and we doubt if it will be generally 
comprehended. A™bargain upon terms 
that would not attract private capital 
could not be very wasteful for the 
municipality. With the provisions of 
the Robinson bill for periodic adjust- 
ments of the payments to be made to 
the city by the grantee, it would seem 
that the city would have sufficient 
power of control over the holder of the 
franchise to protect itself against the 
risk of getting cheated. 

The consequence of the veto is that, 
instead of making immediate prepara- 
tions for new subways, we must wait, 
probably, until the limit of indebted- 
ness can be modified by a Constitu- 
tional, amendment, which cannot be 
voted on by the people before Novem- 
ber, 1909. It is not easy to see how 
the loss and waste incident to the 
granting of a fifty-year franchise could 
possibly be greater than the burden of 
public discomfort and the loss due to 
postponed increments in assessable 
valuations due to this long delay. Three 
years ago, on May 15, 1905, the Rapid 
Transit Board sent to the Board of 
Aldermen a communication regarding 
the Seventh Avenue Subway, the Third 
Avenue Subway, and the Lexington

These routes are certainly among 
those which are most sorely needed.

find the municipality prepared: by its 

lessees, to distribute these multitudes 

to their ultimate destinations in the 
city. 

It has been the @ffort of this board to 
arrange the routes now submitted for 
the consideration of your honorable 
body, so that each of them should, first, 
be capable of separate operation; sec- 
ond, be capable of advantageous opera- 
tion in connection with some existing 
means of passenger transportation 
within the city; third, be practicable 
to build at once, both from the en- 
gineering, transportation, and finan- 
clal standpoints. In this way the 
largest possible measure of effective 
rapid transit will be secured, while at 
the same time an dpportunity is af- 
forded for active competition among 
strong rival bidders. 

Nobody but a pessimist would have 
supposed that three years would elapse 
without a beginning being made upon 
these routes. But, as we enter the 
fourth year of delay, Gov. HuGHEs, by 
his veto, insures us practically two 


years more of deferred hope.

' THE FOURTH OF JULY. 

The “bloody Fourth” can be made 
a civilized holiday; that is the conten- 
tion of Mrs. Isaac L. Rice in The Cent- 
ury Magazine for June. Mrs. RIcE 
rightly makes secondary the statistics 
of fatalities, maiming, blinding, and 
cases of lockjaw incident to the annual 
celebration. Although the journal of 
the American Medical Association re- 
corded 102 deaths and 1,489 injuries 
last Independence Day, these make up 
the lesser count in the indictment. 

The charge against it on humane 
grounds is its effect on the sick, 
“varying in intensity for days, or even 
weeks, and deafening for twenty-four 
hours at least.” Of course, except a3 
giving dangerous vent to natural ebulll- 
tions of young spirits, the prolonged 
disorderly discharge of firecrackers, 
firearms, lyddite, and dynamite is in- 
appropriate and meaningless. For in- 
spiring patriotism Mrs. Rice shows, by 
testimony of leading foreign officials 
and citizens, that the national holidays 
of Switzerland, France, Germany, and 
even of Brazil and Japan, with their 
more rational ceremonies and fétes, 
are more impressive and effective than 
our own. 

The Anti-Noise Society should have 
the countenance and support of, city, 
State, and Federal officials, including 
the President of the United States, in 
a movement to make the National cele- 
bration of the Fourth of July less noisy 
and more sincere and patriotio. 


- THE INSANITY OF THAW. 

In denying the application for the re- 
lease of TuHaw from the Matteawan 
Hospital for the Insane, Judge Mor- 
SCHAUSER Says: ‘I alm satisfied from the 
evidence adduced before me that the 
mental condition of Harry K. TuHaw 
has not changed, and I find that he is 
now insane, and that it is so manifest 
as to make it unsafe for him to be at 
large.” That opinion ts solidly based 
upon the testimony given at the hear- 
ing, and it disposes of the matter in the 
only way consistent with justice and 
the public safety. It ought to put an 
end to the attempt to set THaw free. 

It appears, however, that further ef- 
forts will be made, most unwisely, it 
seems to us, for if the family and 
friends of THAW were well advised they 
would hardly wish to incur the risks of 
further trouble and disgrace naturally 
incident to giving him his liberty. He, 
of course, is mentally and morally irre- 
sponsible. But his family and his law- 
yers by putting in the plea of insanity, 
with the full knowledge that his acquilt- 
tal on that ground would, under the 
law, result in his commitment to the 
State lunatic asylum, practically 
estopped themselves from seeking to 
get him out in the face of convincing 
evidence that he has not become sane. 
Their plea, which was successful, led 
inevitably to the prisoner’s commit- 
ment to Matteawan. Their present po- 
sition is practically that of applying 
for release after having entered a plea 
of guilty. 

It is reported that they will endeavor 
to get District Attorney JEROME’s con- 
sent to THAWw’s commitment to some 
State hospital other than Matteawan, 
in which case they will make no appeal 
from Judge MORSCHAUSER’S decision. We 
hope the District Attorney will make 
no such bargain. THaw will be as well 
treated and as safe in Matteawan as in 
any other hospital for the insane, and 
he ought to stay there. The object of 
the transfer, it may be supposed, ts to 
select some hospital where there would 
be a better chance of success for the 
next application for release. 


TWO WAYS WITH “GOOD” TRUSTS. 

The verdict of $35,000 damages 
against a band of Kentucky nightriders 
was encouraging as far as it went, 
but why should a man be reduced to 
sue for damages in the interruption 
of his pursuits as a farmer? Why 
should not the authorities prove that 
Kentucky has a republican form of 
government, where every. man’s life 
and property are safe? We do indeed 
read of the movements of the militia 
almost as in time of war, but the enemy 
appears to get the better of the sol- 
diers. The cavalry’s horses are ham- 
strung, and the nightriders carry their 
campaign across counties and, rivers. 
This happens although the offenders 
against the peace of the community are 
well enough known to be brought into 
court and mulcted in damages. Why 
are they not sent to jail, as an encour- 
agement to those left free? 

Gov. WiLson appears to take right 
views ofthe situation. He called this 
gentry “ Kentycky’s Anarchists ": 

They are cowards and criminals and 
felons, and should be killed when mak- 
ing-attacks and should be jn the peni- 


tentiary when detected after attacks. 
Tido not believe ‘in palavering and 
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smoothing over penitentiary crimes 

that destroy liberty. I believe in kill- 
ing the criminals while in attacks, and 

in putting every one not killed in’ the 
penitentiary, if took a thousand. 

Gov. Wiuson evidently is careless 
whether or not he gets the nightrider 
votes, but it may be that he will make 
up the loss by getting the votes of good 
citizens who are not nightriders, 

Upon the whole, the general mass 
of citizenship of Kentucky, and in 
greater degree Americans outside of 
Kentucky, will prefer Gov. WILSsoN’s 
words and manner to that exemplified 


at Washington. It is better to mobilize 
the militia than.to authorize such 


organizations of farmers, “not for 
profit,”’ to apply for a license to break 
the anti-trust law. Doubtless even 
such a license Would not dispense with 
punishment for arson and ‘assault, but 
it can be imagined that if the proposal 
had been enacted deceitful professions 
might have been made in the secrecy 
of a bureau” procedure which would 
have embarrassed the administration of 
justice in cases not otherwise doubtful. 
Happily it has been demonstrated that 
some things are too bad for enactment 
even in a Presidential year. 


SPEAKER CANNON’S BRAVERY. 

“A plague on schemes for asset and 
credit currency and central banks. They 
have no place in this legislation. Let 
us get together and do what the people 
expect.” These are sentiments attrib- 
uted to Speaker CANNON in the Wash- 
ington correspondence of The Herald. 
And the Speaker is described as going 
on to say that Congress does not 
“dare” adjourn without providing for 
an emergency currency. 

It is a great step in advance to have 
placed on record this admission by al- 
most the greatest Bourbon of them all. 
The system under which we must face 
the crop-moving season is the same as 
for a generation past. Year by year 
we have had these convulsions in vary~- 
ing degrees, and never before have we 
had any admission by those in respon- 
sible position that any alleviation was 
necessary. Surely never was there less 
apparent necessity than this year. 
Business is prostrate, and bank re- 
serves are swollen. Yet it is this year 
that a position is taken which is as 
wrong now as it would have been right 
last year, or almost any year but this. 

The reason that the Speaker’s report- 
ed views are wrong this year is that the 
harm has been done, and done 6o thor- 
oughly that no one of those who gave 
truthful warnings when they were dis- 
regarded is repeating them now. No- 
body now anticipates trouble from mov- 
ing the crops, but many are remarking 
upon the daily proofs of the harm done 
by the methods which the Speaker’s 
party proposes to exaggerate by way of 
an “emergency”’ remedy. Last week, 
during a 1 per cent. money market and 
exports of gold, the National bank cir- 
culation increased $751,180. The stock 
market has been feverishly strong, and 
is likely to be abnormally weak, when 
later on it becomes necessary to recall 
the speculative loans now being made 
to use idle funds which cannot be di- 
minished in amount. These are merely 
duplications in miniature of last year’s 
troubles, and the Speaker is brave 
enough to propose a remedy so bad 
that it is necessary to limit its opera- 
tion to three years. If the Speaker's 
party thinks that the patient's strength 
will carry him through three more years 
of the same disease it is open to others 
to urge that his strength is adequate to 
await the curative effect of something 
really remedial. 


BROOKLYN BRIDGE FINANCES. 

In connection with the twenty-fifth 
anniversary of the Brooklyn Bridge the 
fact is published that its profit and 


loss account is creditor by $76,445, 
That is to say, receipts exceed the ex- 


penses for operation and maintenance 
by that amount. It is singular that 
accounts exceeding $21,000,000 should 
so nearly balance. And it is more sin- 
gular yet that after a quarter-century 
the bridge is still unfinished. When 
it was opened a van or an elephant was 
regarded as dangerous above a moder- 
ate speed. Now nearly 4,000 twenty- 
five ton trolley cars cross dally, and 
those responsible for the bridge think 
that it can carry a succession of six-car 
elevated trains, each car a motor car, 
with as many passengers as can be 
crowded in. Altogether the bridge’s 
capacity has been Increased tenfold, and 
is about to be enlarged almost as much 
as by any other single improvement ifn 
the past. ul 

Creditable and even wonderful as this 
record is, the fact remains that it has 
taken a quarter of a century to reach 
it, and that even now there Is a smaller 
financial return than might have been 
had from a traffic which is the most 
{intensive in the world. The moral ts 
worth drawing, for it applies to each 
of the city’s several bridges. The 
Williamsburg Bridge has been open five 
years, and the first elevated car ts yet 
to pass over it. The Blackwell's Island 
Bridge traffic {s altogether unarranged 
for. The Manhattan Bridge design is 
not adapted to the subways which have 
been planned since the bridge itself. 
And in no case has the traf#le been 
submitted to such studies as those just 
published in connection with the Sub- 
way. 

This is a striking contrast hetween 
the efficiency of a management alto- 
gether public and one which is private 
regarding operation, although owner- 
ship will become public after many 
years. The point is only secondary 
that possibly the city might realize 
more in money from its investment in 
bridges. The primary lesson is that 


euch utilities are best worthy their til 


—— 


name when they render greatest ser- 
vice, and that the development of the 
service of the Brooklyn Bridge is in- 
complete after a quarter of a century. 
Praise for what the bridge management 
has accomplished must be mingled with 
regrets for what “tt has, left undone, 
which it is imaginable a private owner 
would have done, both sooner and mor 

fully. ' 


Commissioner BINGHAM need not long 
ask for an appropriation of $25,000 to 
establish a Secret Service against 
“Black Hand” criminals if they pro- 
ceed boldly, as they are now doing in 
Harlem, to transfer their operations 
from the foreign quarters to native 
residence districts. These desperadoes 
have long preyed, without detection 
and with impunity, upon foreign resi- 
dent merchants and immigrants. There- 
fore a new species of outlawry has 
grown up in this “land of the free” 
which any European Government would 
have taken prompt measures to stamp 
out,

TOPICS OF THE TIMES. 


One's first emotion on 
reading about the experi- 
ences of the Thomas and 
Protos cars in the region 
just back of Vladivostok is 
a feeling o6f something like selfish satis- 
faction. For the description reveals that 
there are in the world roads worse than 
those in our Middle and Far West, and 
comparable for badness even with the 
trail which runs through our own Monte- 
zuma Marshes. 

While the racers were in this country, 
struggling now with Indiana snows, now 
with Iowa mud, and now with the shift- 
ing sands of Death Valley, they vehement- 
ly declared, as of all-embracing knowl- 
edge, that as road-builders we stood at the 
very foot of the list, and, of course, such 
statements, coming from experts, were 
deeply humiliating to a people who, as 
has been well said by several Fourth of 
July orators, are ‘‘a proud and sensitive 
race.” Alaska vindicated us, however, 
by offering roads from which the most 
determined of the racers turned back after 
a single look, and now Siberia provides a 
genial combination of morass, logs, and 
boulders for its main highway from the 
coast into the hinterland, with the result 
that the American roads have lost their 
evil eminence in the minds of these hur-~ 
ried travelers. 

To be sure, little in the way of trans- 
portation facilities is expected of either 
Alaska or Siberia, while much is expected 
of the United States, and, therefore, we 
cannot be too haughty over this belated 
recognition of our superiority in the fun- 
damentals of civilization. Be that as it 
may, the great race is on again. The num- 
ber of competitors, indeed, is sadly de- 
pleted, the process of elimination having 
gone only two degrees less than that 
which reduced the ten little nigger boys 
to none at all, but there are still enough 
left to maintain interest in the result, 
and tf even only one of these gets through 
he will have accomplished so much more 
than did the Peking to Paris racers that 
his achievement will stand by itself, alone 
and incomparable. 

The thing can be done by a sufficient 
expenditure of money and strength, and 
both seem to be available. Summer will 
be along soon, in Siberia as elsewhere. 
Then the mud will dry up, and, with the 
Cossacks to lend an occasional helping 
hand in the hardest places, the innumer- 
able miles will be numbered at last. The 
final stage, that of crossing little Durope, 
will be only a pleasure excursion, and 
glory, not to speak of advertising, waits 
expectant in the City of Ijent. The weeks 
on the Pacific, when no news came, gave 
the impression to some that the race was 
over, but it isn’t, by any means, and its 
Asiatic section-is likely to be altogether 
the most interesting. 


Roads as 
Bad 
as Ours. 


It is lamentable that 
all the outgivings 
Is a from the Society for 
the Prevention of 

Dire Reality. Cruelty to Animals 
in regard to the dog scare into which so 
many people have fallen, are tinged by a 
delusion possessing some of the organiza- 
tion's higher officials—the -delusion that 
hydrophobia is merely a disease of the 
imagination and that the people who die 
of it are simply scared to death. The

argument they repeat over and over again | 


is that their dog catchers are bitten al- 
most daily while engaged in the practice 
of their ungentle trade, and that, al- 
though they do not take the Pasteur 
treatment and rarely resort to the dubious 
and barbarous protection of cauterization, 
their wounds heal up in the’ usual way 
and give no further trouble. 

The facts are unquestionably as stated, 
but the conclusion drawn from then ts 
the most ludicrous of non-sequiturs—or 
would be if its acceptance were not cal- 
culated to do dreadful harm in the case 
of persons who really have been bitten 
by rabid animals. Of course, the bite of 
a dog not suffering from rabies does not 
give hydrophobia, and its consequences 
depend ¢@ntirely upon the extent of the 
lesions and the avoidance of the ordinary 
infections to which all lesions are sub- 
ject. The dog catcher’s wounds are usu- 
ally of the most trivial sort, since he is 


supposed to know his business, and, as| 


rabid dogs are extremely scarce, even 
among the strays with which he has 
most to do, there\is no mystery at all’in 
his apparent immunity. 

Apparent it is, however, and only ap- 
parent. Rabies does exist, nevertheless. 
Of that there is no reasonable or intelli- 
gent doubt, and the truth cannot be too 
emphatically stated. The symptom-com- 
plex in the living victim is definite and 
unmistakably by those who know it; the 
iwfection can be experimentally trans- 
ferred from anfmal‘ to animal, and its 
characteristic results are always found on 
post-mortem examination of brain and 
spinal cord. What more is needed to 
prove the reality of any disease? The 
death rate from dog bites !s fortunately 
infinitesimal, and there isn’t the slightest 
cause for panic, or even for apprehension, 
in the vast majority of instances, but 
when rabies is known or suspected there 
is only one thing to do, and that is to 
utilize the discovery of the great PastxuurR, 
Those who deny its utility or its efficacy 
put themselves on a mental level with the 
opponents of vaceination, and must be 
ranked among public enemies. 


As the Morrell “ air-

Aeroplane. terial used in the con- 
struction of its balloon, the accident 
which befell it has little bearing on the

in existence and would serve many high- 
ly useful ‘purposes. 

That none of the men in the Morrell 
airship was killed outright by its fall is 
in a way a vindication of the principle 
of its construction, for the huge bag, 
though completely wrecked, yet served as 
a parachute, exactly as the friends of the 
balloon claim, and had its burden not 
bean far beyond what an experienced 
balloonist would have placed upon it, 
probably nobody would have been seri- 
ously hurt. The Wright machine, how- 
ever, showed the same capacity in its 
last test, for after its motor stopped. it 
glided obliquely to the ground instead of 
dropping with a crash, and thus equaled 
the balloon in its one point of supposed 
supegiority.

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PROTESTANT CHURCH UNION. 


Presbyterians to Discuss Plan for Ac- 
tion Against Temporal Evils. 


KANSAS CITY, Mo., May 26.—Educa- 
tion and the relation of the Church to 
Freedmen were among the important sub- 
jects considered to-day by the General 
Assembly of the Presbyterian Church of 
America. The Rev. J. 8S. Dixon, Secre- 
tary of the College Board of the Church, 
said: 

‘In 1889 only 8 per cent. of the men tn 
theological seminaries were from denomi- 
national colleges. In 1908, in eleven In- 
stances, only 6 per cent, were from un- 
denominational colleges. That is the re- 
sult of the work that has been done by 
the College Board." 

The Rev. J. Ross Stevensun, Vice Pres!- 
dent of the College Board, said that 35 


per cent. of the foreign missionaries 
come from denominational colleges. 

‘We are a college-building Church, and 
not a cathedral-building Church,” he said. 
“But is the result satisfactory in an 
educational sense? I quote from an emit- 
nent authority when say that our ré- 
ligious education in America has been 
most ineffective, most unintelligent, and 
most haphazard. It was this condition 
which brought into existence the College 
Board twenty-five years ago.” 

Formation of a political organization of 
all the Protestant churches in the United 
States, with supreme -executive power 
centred in a President and an #®xecutive 
Committee, is a programme for. church 
union formulated by the Rev. Mark A. 
Mathews of Seattle. It is declared that 
this is to be one of the most discussed 
topics at this week's session of the 
Assembly. 

Mr. Mathews said that he did not pro- 

ose establishing a Protestant Popery. It

KAISER TO SEND EXHIBIT. 


Metropolitan Trustees Accept His Of- 
fer to Show Examples of German Art. 


The Metropolitan Museum of Art is to 
be the scene next Winter of an exhibi- 
tion of the best there ig in modern Ger- 
man art. Arrangements for the exhibi- 
tion are complete and Emperor William 
has Officially sanctioned the exhibition. 
The objects to be exhibited will consist 
of paintings and sculpture in marble and 
bronze. 

The. proposal of the German Govern- 
ment to give this exhibition was trans- 
mitted to the Trustees of the Metropolitan 


Museum by Kar! Buenz, German Consul 
General in New York. It was unani- 
mously accepted by the Trustees, and the 
exhibition will probably be held next 
December. 

Consul General Buenz's letter to the 
Metropolitan Trustees, under date of May 
12, explains in detail the scope of the 
exhibition. This is the letter: 

Gentlemen: In December, 1005. Mr. Ed- 
ward D. Adams addressed a letter to your 
President, Mr. John Pierpont Morgan, in 
which he said among other things that he 
had been authorized to state that should 
the Metropolitan Museum of Art desire and 
be willing to appropriate the necessary 
space a representative collection of modern 
German art could be obtained for exhibition 
in the museum in the Autumn of 1906. 
understand that Mr. Adams’s letter was 
laid before the Executive Board of the mu- 
seum by its President, and that the board 
expressed its sympathy with the proposi- 
tion, but regretted the lack at the time of 
suitable space in the galleries of the mu- 
seum for such an exhibition. 

The objection being now, as I understand, 
about to be removed by the new addition 
to the galleries, I beg to state that, as the 
representative of the German Government 
in this city, I have been recently authorized 
by my Government, with the special sanc- 
tion of his Majesty the Emperor, to brin 
the subject officially to the attention 0 

our honorable board, by asking you to 
kindly appropriate the necessary space in 
the galleries of the museum for an exhi- 

bition of 1908-9. ° 

Acting upon this mandate, I have the 
honor to add the followinging remarks: 

1. The exhibition will comprise pictures 
and sculptural works in bronze and marble. 

2. The number of pictures to be exhibited 
will be not less than 125 and not more than 
150, 

3. The bronzes and marbles will be used 

rincipally for decorative purposes, accord- 
ng to the space which can be appropriated. 

. The objects to be exhibited will be col- 
lected through the influence of a committee 
to be appointed and to act under the gen- 
eral supervision of the Art Director of the 
imperial German Gcvernment, Mn ae the dis- 
tinct purpose of securing for the collection 
only those paintings and sculptural works 
that may be approved by the highest art 
authorities in Germany as being truly rep- 
resentative of the best work of the art of 
the present day. 

5. The expense of gathering, packing, for- 
warding. returning, insuring, delivering 
within the grounds of the museum such an 
important collection will be borne by some 
of the friends of German art, who, with 
the approval of your honorable board, will 
also bear any expense incidental to the 
hanging and taking care of the collection. 

6. It is perfectly understood and guaran- 
teed by my Government that there shall be 
no feature In the exhibition which would 
be objectionable to ygur board, and which 
would not be in perfect harmony with the 
high principles that would have to govern 
an exhibition under the auspices of your 
noble institution. Eepecially any feature 
which might lead to the suspicion that the 
exhibition was meant for commercial pur- 
poses whatscever will be entirely and con- 
scientiously eliminated 

The time for collecting, forwarding, and 
installing the collection being rather short, 
especially ‘tf it should please your honor- 
able board to fix the opening for, say, 
the first or fifteenth of December, my Gov- 
ernment would be very thenkful to receive 
your decision at such an early date as would 
be convenient.

CLINTON BURIAL HONORS. 


City Flags to Fly at Half-Mast Thurs- 
day—Torpedo Boat Convoy Here. 


A proclamation was issued yesterday by 
Mayor McClellan in regard to the parade 
on Thursday !n honor of the passing 
through the city of the remains of Gov. 
George Clinton, which wiil be taken to 


Kingston for burial. 

The Mayor directs that from sunrise to 
sunset on Thursday the flags on all city 
buildings shall fly at half-mast and re- 
quests citizens to observe the occasion in 
a fitting manner. He also requests that 
the churches shall toll their bells as the 
body is being carried from the Battery to 
the City Hall. 

A hitch has occurred in the programme 
for the reception of the body. It was to 
have been conveyed from Jersey City to 
the Battery by the revenue vessel Mo- 
hawk, but it has been discovered that 
the cutter draws too much water to get 
into the slip at Jersey City. It is proba- 
ble that if no other revenue vessel ts 
available, the Wasp, the State Naval 
Militia vessel, which will carry the Gov- 
ernor’s body to Kingston, will also trans- 
port it to the ser. 

The fleet of torpedo boats and destroy- 
ers which will convoy the Wasp up the 
river comprises the Scorpion, Porter, De 
Long, Thornton, Blakeley, and Tingey, 
and the submarines Plunger, Nina, Hist, 
Viper, Tarantule, and Cuttlefish will also 
go along. 


CUSTOMS AGENTS’ SHAKE-UP. 


G. F. Cross, Long Chief of Local Bu- 
reau, Transferred to Buffalo. 


Secretary Cortelyou gave the special 
agents of the Treasury Department a 
general shake-up yesterday, when shifts 
in nearly all of the important posts of the 


country were announced. 

G. F. Cross, who intermittently has been 

hief of the local bureau for nearly a 
quarter of a century, was transferred to 
the Buffalo district, and will be succeeded 
here temporarily by Jay C. Cummings, 
for. many years a special agent in New 
York. hen the Hawaiian Islands were 
organized into a Territory, Mr, Cummings 
was sent there to reorganize the customs 
service at Honolulu.

METHODISTS FAVOR 
LOCAL OPTION LAW 


General Conference, After Stormy 
Meeting, Indorses Work of 


Anti-Saloon League. a 


TWO BISHOPS ARE ELECTED 


Rev. Drs. W. A. Quayle and Charles W. 
Smith Break Deadlocks—Presbyte 
rians to Discuss Protestant Union. 


BALTIMORE, May 25.—The General 
Conference of the Methodist Episcopal 
Church, at a prolonged gession to-day, 
put itself on record as indorsing une 
qualifiedly the work of the Antt-Saloon 
League, and also favoring local option, 
Both of these positions are new with 
the Church, as up to this time no special 
organization has had the specific indorsee 
ment of the Church, while it has stood, 
on the other hand, for absolute prohibi- 
ltion éverywhere. : 

This result was attained only after one 
of the stormiest meetings yet held, dure 
ing which the opponents of the majority 
report called to their aid all manner of 
parliamentary tactics in their efforts to 
defeat it. It was contended by the 
minority adherents that it was wrong 
for the General Conference to indorse any 
particular organization, and also that it 
was a distinct lowering of the standard 
for the Church to come out in favor of 
local option, 

The majority supporters maintained 
that the Anti-Saloon League was worthy 
of this recognition, declaring that it is 
the organization that is doing the work 
for temperance at the present time, fus- 
ing as it does all other societies and 
efforts into one. They upheld local option 
on the ground that it was to be used 
toward State-wide prohibition. When the 
final vote was taken only nineteen ott 
of the entire- body of upward of 750 
delegates registered in favor of the 
minority report. 

Tyhe Rev. Dr. William A. Quayle, pastor 
of St. James's Church, Chicago, and @ 
lecturer and author of wide repute, was 
elected Bishop on the tenth ballot, thus 
breaking the deadlock which has existed 
since the second ballot. 

The vote, which was taken last Satur- 
day and counted to-day, resulted as fole 
lows: Total, 734; necessary to a choice, 
488. The Rev. Drs. William A. Quayle, 
Chicago, 519; Wilson S. Lewis, Sioux City, 
Iowa, 483; Homer C. Stuntz, Madison,

Careers of Drs. Quayle and Smith. 


The Rev. Dr. William Alfred Quayle 
was born at Parkville, Mo., June 25, 1860, 
He was Professor of Greek at Baker 
University, holding this office for three 
years, acting as Vice President of the 
university during the last year. In 1890 
he was elected to the Presidency of .the 
institution. He has written several bookg 
on different subjects, and is well k»own 
as a lecturer. 

The Rev. Dr. Charles William Smith was 
born in Fayette County, Penn., Jan. 30, 
1840. He entered the ministry in the 
Pittsburg Conference and filled pastorates 
in different: parts of his native State. For 
four years he was the Presiding Elder of 
the Pittsburg district of the Methodist 
Church. He is well known as a writer, 
has served as the editor of the Pittsburg 
Christian Advocate, and has earned the 
reputation of being one of the most pows 
erful editorial writers of his Church.

GREENSBOROUGH, N. C., May 25.— 


Without opposition Savannah, Ga, was 
chosen as the place for the 1900 meeting 
at to-day’s session of the Southern Pres- 
byterian General Assembly. A motion 
was made that a committee be appointed 
to express sympathy with the workers for 
prohibition in this State to-morrow. Obe- 
jection was raised to such action, and the 
matter was finally disposed of by reaf- 
firming the resolution adopted by the As- 
sembly of 1886 upon this subject. This 
decried the liquor evil, “and recommends 
to all our people the use of all legitimate 
means for its banishment from the land.” 

A motion was made by Prof. C. Al- 
phonso Smith of the University of North 
Carolina that the programme for Calvin 
Day at the next Assembly be reconsidered 
and that the subject ‘‘ Calvin and Infant 
Salvation ’”’ be eliminated therefrom.

(1) Prof. Bawden came here under false 
pretensions, having been dismissed from 
Vassar College on substantially the same 
grounds as mentioned under 2. He ao- 
knowledges this in his letter of May 38, 
published in the newspapers. 

(2) His manner of life, as well 
teaching, is destructive of the family, 
foundation of human society. 

(8) After receiving the President’s letter 
asking for his resignation, Prof. Bawden 
came to the President's office and threat- 
ened him with publication of his story and 
his opinions on the subject if he did not 
withdraw the letter. This he afterward 
did, to the scandal of the university and the 
violation of public decency and good morals,

After a week’s adjournment the trial of 
the Mayoralty recount suit was resumed 
before Supreme Court Justice Lambert 
yesterday. The day was taken up in ar- 
gument on opening the ballot boxes. No 
decision was made. Deputy Attorney 
General Dolson offered in evidence the 
ballot box from the Sixth Election Dis- 
trict of the Second Assembly District. He 
maintained that the evidence proved it 
had been kept inviolate, and asked that 
it be opened and the ballots compared 
with the election returns. 

Eugene Lamb Richards, counsel for 
Mayor McClellan, put in seventeen rea- 
sons against the acceptance of the ballot 
box in evidence, his principal contention 
being that there was no authority under 
the election law for such action. 

Mr. Richards insisted that Attorney 
General Jackson and Clarence J. Shearn 
had failed to establish reasonable proof 
of the identity of even one ballot, box. 

Mr, Dolson had not finfshed his argu- 
ment when Justice Lambert took up the 
matter of an order which Corporation 
Counsel Pendleton got earlier in the day 
from Justice: Guy, directing Attorney 
General Jackson to show cause before 
Justice Lambert why a subpoena duces 
tecum, directing President Dooling of the 
Board of Elections, to produce certain 
ballot boxes, should not be vacated. Jus- 
tice Lambert reserved decision until to- 
day.

which occurred in prices on Saturday re- 
action was to be expected. For a few 
moments after the opening the closing out 
of accounts where there had been no re- 
sponse to calls for margin served to carry 
quotations off to figures somewhat under 
those of the close on Saturday, but there- 
after the course of yesterday's market 
was forward with unimportant recessions 
of a temporary nature. At the end of the 
day the recoveries in the principal shares 
ran from 2 to 3 points or so, and final 
prices were in most instances the highest 
of the day. There was nothing in the 
day’s news to further the recovery, which 
was due almost exclusively to technical 
conditions within the market itself. The 
appearance of weakness early last week 
and the collapse on Saturday induced ap- 
| parently a considerable volume of specu- 
| lative short selling based on expectations 
of profits to be derived from further de- 
clines. When such declines failed to put 
in an appearance yesterday morning the 
speculators concerned hastened to buy 
back stocks, with resulting advances in 
prices. One rather noteworthy feature of 
the trading was the heavy selling early 
in the day for London account. It was 
estimated that this comprised not less 
than 40,000 shares, and the explanation 
commonly offered was that it represented 
liquidation brought about by the impres- 
sion produced abroad by the institytion of 
the Government's suit against the New 
Haven. It is, however, a favorite opera- 
tion of local speculators to sell through 
London in this market stock which they 
fear to offer direct. The real question 
of the effect of the New Haven proceed- 
ings upon the investor has not as yet 
been answered, but it is satisfactory to 
know that it has interfered in no way 
with such a bond offering as that of the 
Chicago, Burlington & Quincy, made 
through a local banking house yesterday 
and largely oversubscribed. On the Metal 
Exehange the price of copper was re- 
duced, following numerous advances of 
late, and on the Cotton Exchange a rise 
of- $1.50 a bale occurred largely as a re- 
sult of manipulation, based on the floods 
in the South and Southwest. 

Engagements of gold were resumed dur- 
ing the day and before its close $2,850,000 
had been ta , all but $600,000 of this 
for German account. The .$600,000 was 
taken for Switzerland and marks the first 
operation of this kind reported. It was 
believed in London that of the $3,500,000 
of Cape Town gold arriving yesterday and 
ostensibly taken for Paris the destination 
of a considerable portion was really Ber- 
lin. The German Bank reporting for the 
week noted‘an increase of $8,460,000 in 
!cash and decreases of $3,600,000 in loans, 
and $13,560,000 in notes. The feeling is 
now growing in foreign exchange circles 
here that the export movement is nearing 
its close. 2

Contractor Graham Must Take Up Sec 
tion of Fourth Ave. (Brooklyn) Road. 


In spite of his attempt to be released, 
James P. Graham, the Brooklyn con- 
tractor, has received the award from the 
Public Service Commission of the con- 
tract for the first section of the Fourth 
Avenue (Brooklyn) Subway. This ex- 
tends from Nassau to Willoughby Streets, 
and Graham bid $1,020,476.55 for the rail- 
road work and $101,374.55 for the pipe gal- 
leries. 

These figures were considerably below 
the offer made by the next lowest bidders, 
Rogers & Haggerty, who bid $1,374,000 for 
the railroad work and $118,000 for the 
pipe galleries. Mr. Graham appeared last 
week before the commission and asked 
to be relieved of the contract. He ex- 
plained that he had omitted certain items 
in figuring the cost of the work, and that 
he could not hope to break even if award- 
ed the contract. 

The commission, however, came to the 
conclusion that there was no legal reason 
why Mr. Graham's bid should not be ac- 


cepted. He had been obliged to deposit 
with them a certified check for $12,500,

If/| 
there is no indication of smoke he rings 
a time clock and gives the smoke detector 
no attention for another fifteen minutes, 
If a fire is detected, the case is opened 
and a hose is attached to the end of 
the pipe and live steam is run into the

estate, representing an investment of 
$733,435, but that it had exercised a help- 
ful influence in fixing higher standards 
and in promoting improved tenement leg- 
islation. 

More than 41% per cent., 
dend, was earned upon the outstanding 
capital stock, but the Board of Direc- 
tors, owing to prevailing financial condi- 
ticns, deemed it wiser at the present time

The company’s balance sheet, which 
now shows assets of $5,388,131, takes no 
account of the increase in ground values, 
60 that in reality the financial position of 
the company is at least a haif a million 
dollars stronger than appears from the 
figures.

| 1,000 Architects Compete for Construc- 


tion of 2,000 Homes for Workmen,.

ROCHESTER, N. Y., May 25.—As an 
indication of the opinion that this city 
holds regarding a speedy return of good 
times, it is interesting to know that of all 


the cities in the United States Rochester 
alone is at the beginning of a building 
boom. 

Under the direction of the Chamber of 
Commerce, S. R. Clarke, the local Secre- 
tary, feeling the instant demand for cot- 
tages suitable for the occupancy of skilled 


workmen drawing good wages, started a 
iene seme among architects for the con- 
struction of 2,000 six-room cottages of the 
| most modern design 

Plans were submitted from nearly 1,000 
architects, not only in this country, but 


also England, Scotland, France, and Ger- 
many. 

As soon as the winning plans are de- 
cided upon by the committee, the erection 
of these cottages will be immediately be- 
gun, and Rochester will possess as fine 
accommodation for workmen of the class 
mentioned above as can be found probably 
anywhere in the world. 

The report of Rochester's success in 
this enterprise has already spread as far 
as Honolulu, Hawaii, whence H. P. Wood, 
Secretary of the Hawali Promotion Com- 
mittee, wrote requesting that the blue 
rints of these designs be turned over to 
iris committee in order that he might 
begin a similar campaign. 

The reason for the construction of these 
cottages is to be found in the remark- 
able increase in queries from outside man- 
ufacturing concerns for locations in 
Rochester, besides the need for satisfying 
immediately the increased demand on the 
part of local employers.
